Reporting on a five-year study 
of deer eating habits, Korschgen 
stated that oaks are the principal 
source cf food for Missouri deer. 
Oak products, acorns m ostly, m ake 
up alm ost 43 percent of the total 
diet. In the absence of acorns deer 
turn to agricultural crops of corn, 
wheat, alfalfa, lespedeza and the 
wild fruits of sum acs, buckbrush 
and other wild plants. 
Eleven food groups m ake up »92 
percent of the deer’s diet in Mis­ 
souri. These are by percent: acorn 
and oak leaves, 42.5; corn, 14.3; 
buckbrush, 8.7; sum ac, 8.4; Kor­ 
ean lespedeza, 4.3; grass and sedge 
leaves, 3.5; ladies-tobacco, 3.1; un­ 
classified weeks, 2.8; w inter wheat, 
2.2; 
red cedar, 1.4; 
and honey 
locust, 0.8. 
Korschgen found that use of cul­ 
tivated crops by deer as food var­ 
ied from region to region. The 
river-border counties w ere hit most 
heavily by deer utilization of farm 
crops. In years when wild food was 
m ore abundant, the use of farm 
crops dropped in all regions.

Grass silage, the field baler, the 
hay chopper and drier are un­ 
doubtedly more efficient in con­ 
verting meadows into roasts and 
steaks, milk and butter, than ev­ 
er was the hay-making procedure 
of the early part of the century. 
Even so, there are still a few per­ 
sons who find it difficult to con­ 
jure up that feeling of peaceful 
contentment while riding a tract­ 
or, bailing hay from a swath, that 
they knew riding the load of hay 
to the barn. 
When we were stacking hay in 
the meadow, we 
didn’t 
always 
bother about hitching the team 
to the wagon. Some of my earliest 
earnings were for dragging piles 
of hay in to the stacking yard. 
We used the term shock, rather 
than haycock, though those piles 
bore a strong resemblance to the 
haycock under which Little Boy 
Blue went fast asleep in the nur­ 
sery rhyme. 
Astride a gentle horse, we made 
trip after trip, pulling the hay­ 
cocks 
up 
alongside 
the 
stack, 
where they were tossed onto the 
rick or stack by harvest hands 
with three-tined pitchforks. Such 
prodigal use of manpower would 
hardly fit into the modern scene 
with 
factories 
and 
industrial 
plants of all kinds beckoning farm 
labor with high wages. One dollar 
and a half a day for a 10-hour 
day was the going wage at that 
time. As the pilot of a haycock 
pulling horse, I probably made six 
bits a day. And in the shank of 
the afternoon, I envied Little Boy 
Blue his pleasant nap. 
Such a rig didn’t work very 
well unless a grape 
vine 
was 
available. The grape vine was just 
flexible enough 
when 
hooked 
around the bottom of the cock 
to hug it with the exact tight­ 
ness needed for the operation. 
One end of the grape vine was 
fastened to one trace chain while 
on the other end there was a hook 
that was readily caught in the 
ring of the other trace chain. 
And so we went back and forth 
and the hay stack grew taller and 
taller under the skillful fork and 
the tramping of the stacker. The 
leisurely rhythm of the man on 
the ground lifted a tremendous 
amount of hay onto the stack in 
the course of the day. The buck 
rake and mechanical stacker have 
taken the place of the boy and 


on as tncy were goaded 
beyond endurance with the bees’

The alert mower could some­ 
times save a bobwhite’s nest by 
stopping the team in the nick of 
time and lifting the cutting bar 
over it. The modern flushing bar, 
however, saves more quail. 
Strangely enough, I do not re­ 
member anyone in those days de­ 
veloping a case of nostalgia over 
the lost art of cutting hay with a 
scythe. However, at the time I 
was a young hay-harvest hand, 
all the older men with whom I 
worked h^d served their time 
swinging a scythe. 
Cutting hay with a scythe was 
also a rhythmic job, I am told. 
Accompanying it was the frequent 
sound of the whet stone, beating 
out a rhythmic tune on the scythe. 
In my day the mower whittled 
the uncut “land” of hay down fast 
enough that it crowded a few 
young rabbits into the center. By 
posting a boy on each side as the 
“land” grew smaller and smaller, 
we were able to spot them as they 
ran out into the stubble. If we 
were quick enough, as we usually 
were, we had a delicious mess of 
fried young rabbit next morning 
for breakfast. 
Red Clover Comes Back 
Though the farm implements 
people have revolutionized the 
hay making process, and the state 
college of agriculture, with its 
extension system of county agents 
and balanced farming has intro­ 
duced such new hay crops as les- 
pedeza and ladino clover, one old 
friend of former hay-making days 
has staged a comeback. The old 
favorite red clover had lost ground 
steadily over a period of a quarter 
of a century, but it has been m ak­ 
ing steady gains in the last dec­ 
ade both in acreage and yield.

Most of the track and field events 
are “natural” sports . . . tests of 
speed or strength.

The recommended

slowing down, is the left hand out 
and straight down, palm to the 
rear—moving from side to side to 
oall attention to it if necessary. 
The stop signal is the left hand 
out and down, palm to the rear. 
This should be accompanied or 
followed by the “go-ahead” sig­ 
nal if all is clear ahead. 
A left turn is signalled by the 
left arm held out straight, a fing­ 
er pointing to the left. A right 
turn is signalled by holding the 
arm straight up, elbow bent at 


right angles. Or by the m echan­ 
ical turn signals, u you have them. 
In either case your life is in 
your hands—or your hand signals. 
Good reason to be sure your 
mechanical turn signals and stop 
lights aie working properly. If 
not—and if you’re relying on them 
without hand signals—you really 
need 
1 mind reader behind you. 
Most of all, you need a visit to 
tne dealer who sold you your car 
because his service 
men 
know 
oest how to check the electrical 
system of your m ake of car for 
safe operation. 
Signalling, rem em ber, is more 
than just a courtesy—it’s a life- 
saving necessity.

G erm ans cam e at this tim e, and 
also many colonial-Americans of 
British background arrived from 
the territories of the eastern states 
south of the Ohio River. The form ­ 
er established businesses on First 
Street (Main, or now Broadway), 
and the latter acquired large tracts 
of land west of Fourth Street, for 
among these were the sons of fam ­ 
ilies that had owned southern plan­ 
tations.

Foundries 
and

made railroad iron and Bessem er 
steel, the Iron M ountain Railroad 
shops flourished, there was a zinc 
works and lime works, and several 


woodworking 
and 
lumber 
mills. 
Germans of the 1870 migration 
came to establish farms and busi­ 
nesses associated with the produc­ 
tion of food and necessities for a 
growing population, and these set­ 
tled in the Ivory Avenue district 
near the County Road (now Lem ay 
Ferry). Irish families of the 1872 
im m igration established homes on 
a tra c t of ground between the ear­ 
lier and later Germ an settlem ents 
in the lower part of town and 
these 
found 
em ploym ent 
where 
work was plentiful and wages were 
high for the time. “ Vide Poche” 
had become the “ Pittsburgh of the 
West.” 
Toward the close of the century 
many of the m anufacturing plants

some of the m em bers of Polish 
families that cam e a little later.

The nearest water supply was a 
brook 800 feet distant; yet there 
was no hose, no pump, and no 
fire extinguisher, and the farmer 
wasted 20 minutes trying to put 
out the fire before calling the fire­ 
men. 
Farm and rural fires continue 
to take a needlessly high toll of 
life and property. The National 
Fire Protection Association spon­ 
sor of Fire Prevention Week, and 
the United States Departm ent ot 
A griculture estim ate the fire loss 
in 1952 to be $133,000,000. 
The NFPA says th at a few farm 
fires m ay be inevitable but that 
the great m ajority are preventable 
if farm ers will take three simple 
steps to protect them selves: 
Step 1 — K now the prim ary 
causes of fire. Eight prim ary haz­ 
ards account for 90 percent of 
farm lires. These are: (1) careless­ 
ness w ith m atches and smoking; 
(2) dirty and defective heating 
equipm ent; (3) im proper storage 
and use of gasoline and kerosene; 
(4 ) overloaded 
electric 
circuits 
and attem pts to operate im proper­ 
ly installed and defective electric­ 
al equipm ent; (5) sparks on flam ­ 
m able wood 
shingle 
roofs; 
(6) 
spontaneous ignition of hay; (7) 
trash and rubbish; (8) lack of, or 
faulty installation 
of, 
lightning 
rods. 
Step 2—Check your living hab­ 
its and the tendency to be care­ 
less, and inspect buildings at reg­ 
ular intervals. For exam ple: (1) 
Don’t smoke in the barn or in 
bed . . . . never discard a burn­ 
ing m atch.

Keep 
furnaces, 
stoves, brooders, and other heat­ 
ing devices clean, in good re ­ 
pair.

— Missouri’s 
oaks mean a lot to her deer herd 
according to findings 
by

habits specialist Leroy J. 
Kor- 
scgen, of the Conservation Cors- 
mission. 
Reporting on a five-year study 
of deer eating habits. Kcrschgen 
stated that oaks are the principal 
source cf food for Missouri deer. 
Oak products, acorns mostly, make 
up almost 43 percent of the total 
diet. In the absence of acorns deer 
turn to agricultural crops of corn, 
wheat, alfalfa, lespedeza and the 
wild fruits of sumacs, buckbrush 
and other wild plants. 
Eleven food groups make up *92 
percent of the deer’s diet in Mis­ 
souri. These are by percent: acorn 
and oak leaves, 42.5; corn, 14.3; 
buckbrush. 8.7; sumac, 8.4; Kor­ 
ean lespedeza, 4.3; grass and sedge 
leaves. 3.5; ladies-tobacco. 3.1; un­ 
classified weeks, 2.8; winter wheat, 
2.2; 
red cedar, 1.4; 
and honey 
locust, 0.8. 
Korschgen found that use of cul­ 
tivated crops by deer as food var­ 
ied from region to region. The 
river-border counties were hit most 
heavily by deer utilization of farm 
crops. In years when wild food was 
more abundant, the use of farm 
crops dropped in all regions.

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Modern Hay Making Has Lost Glamour 
For One Who Rode Load To The Barn 


Conceding the Efficiency of the Tractor and Field Baler, an Old-Timer Looks 
Back Witn Some Yearning to the Time When Horses and Mules Still Had a 
Port in the Work of Storing the Fragrant Clover.

A boy standing atop a sweet- 
scented 
load of red clover hay 
guiding a willing team of bays to 
the bam with its roomy hay mow 
is a picture that is all but re­ 
moved 
from 
Missouri’s 
summer 
landscape. Perhaps it no longer 
has a uiace except in the work of 
poet or artist, or in the memory 
of some people who hold perhaps 
too tenaciously to the bright spots 
of boyhod days on the l'arm. 
Grass silage, the field baler, the 
hay chopper and drier are un­ 
doubtedly more efficient in con­ 
verting meadows into roasts and 
steaks, milk and butter, than ev­ 
er was the hay-making procedure 
of the early part of the century. 
Even so, there are still a few per­ 
sons who find it difficult to con­ 
jure up that feeling of peaceful 
contentment while riding a tract­ 
or, bailing hay from a swath, that 
they knew riding the load of hay 
to the barn. 
When we were stacking hay in 
the meadow, we 
didn’t 
always 
bother about hitching the team 
to the wagon. Some of my earliest 
earnings were for dragging piles 
of hay in to the stacking yard. 
W e used the term shock, rather 
than haycock, though those piles 
bore a strong resemblance to the 
, haycock under which Little Boy 
Blu e went fast asleep in the nur­ 
sery rhyme. 
Astride a gentle horse, we made 
trip after trip, pulling the hay­ 
cocks 
up 
alongside 
the 
stack, 
where they were tossed onto the 
rick or stack by harvest hands 
with three-tined pitchforks. Such 
prodigal use of manpower would 
hardly fit into the modern scene 
w ith 
factories 
and 
industrial 
plants of all kinds beckoning farm 
labor with high wages. One dollar 
and a half a day for a 10-hour 
day was the going wage at that 
time. As the pilot of a haycock 
pulling horse, I probably made six 
bits a day. And in the shank of 
the afternoon, I envied Little Boy 
Blu e his pleasant nap. 
Such a rig didn’t work very 
w ell unless a grape 
vine 
was 
available. The grape vine was just 
flexible enough 
when 
hooked 
around the bottom of the cock 
to hug it with the exact tight­ 
ness 
needed 
for 
the operation. 
One end of the grape vine was 
fastened to one trace chain while 
on the other end there was a hook 
that was readily caught in the 
ring of the other trace chain. 
And so we went bRck and forth 
and the hay stack grew taller and 
taller under the skillful fork and 
the tramping of the stacker. The 
leisurely rhythm of the man on 
the ground lifted a tremendous 
amount of hay onto the stack in j 
the course of the day. The buck 
rake and mechanical stacker have 
taken the place of the boy and 
horse with a grape vine sling as 
w ell as the man with the pitch­ 
fork. 
The entire process of hay m ak­ 
ing in those days held an interest 
peculiar to no other farm opera­ 
tion. There was first the mowing 


v.*th a fast stepping pair of mules, 
¡’he; e is a fasc ination in watching 
the thick stand of clover with it 
sprinkling of timothy shudder and 
fall as the sickle slips smoothly 
along. 
Always there was the possibility 
, of infuriating a nest of bumble­ 
bees by disturbing their home life. 
Though the insects played an im ­ 
portant role in the red clover crop 
if it were being cut for seed, the 
mules faile I to take this into con- 
sidera‘ion as they were goaded 
! beyond endurance with the bees’ 
rapidly-working hypodermic nee­ 
dles injecting 
venom 
into 
the 
rumps of the otherwise amiable 
team. 
The alert mower could some­ 
times save a bobwhite’s nest by 
stopping the team in the nick of 
time and lifting the cutting bar 
over it. The modern flushing bar, 
however, saves more quail. 
Strangely enough, I do not re­ 
member anyone in those days de­ 
veloping a case of nostalgia over 
the lost art of cutting hay with a 
scythe. However, at the time I 
was a young hay-harvest hand, 
all the older men with whom I 
worked 
hijd 
served 
their 
time 
swinging a scythe. 
Cutting hay with a scythe was 
also a rhythm ic job, I am told. 
Accompanying it was the frequent 
sound of the whet stone, beating 
out a rhythm ic tune on the scythe. 
In my day the mower whittled 
the uncut “ land” of hay down fast 
enough 
that 
it crowded 
a 
lew 
young rabbits into the center. B y 
posting a boy on each side as the 
“ land” grew smaller and smaller, 
we were able to spot them as they 
ran out into the stubble. If we 
were quick enough, as we usually 
were, we had a delicious mess of 
fried young rabbit next morning 
for breakfast. 
Red Clover Comes Back 
Though 
the 
farm 
implements 
people 
have 
revolutionized 
the 
hay making process, and the state 
college 
of agriculture, 
with 
its 
extension system of county agents 
and balanced farming has intro­ 
duced such new hay crops as les- 
pedeza and ladino clover, one old 
friend of former hay-making days 
has staged a comeback. The old 
favorite red clover had lost ground 
steadily over a period of a quarter 
of a century, but it has been m ak­ 
ing steady gains in the last dec­ 
ade both in acreage and yield. 
In recent years the sight of lush 
fields of red clover has gladdened 
the hearts of those 
farmers to 
whom clover and prosperity are 
synonymous. The college and the 
county agents have played an im­ 
portant role in bringing the crop 
back 
into the Missouri 
picture. 
How much the slogan “ Clover and 
Prosperity” had to do with the 
reinstatement of the crop would 
be difficult to say. In any event 
“ Clover and Prosperity” confer­ 
ences were held throughout the 
state bv agronomists of the M is­ 
souri College of Agriculture over 
a period of several years. On the 
farms it was the application of 
lime and phosphate that turned 
the trick. 


But the pink-blossomed clover 
fields 
replete 
with 
promise 
of 
well-tilled 
barns 
are 
harvested 
with unromantic tractor mowers, 
field 
balers, 
and hay 
choppers. 
I County agents this year are giv- 
, ing the entire picture a modern 
] and unique turn by staging coun- 
| ty-wide events that they gleefullv 
call “ H ay Day«.“ 


There are those of us who can 
only step aside and look wistfully 
back 
to the 
boy 
leaning on 
a 
| pitchfork and riding slowly in to 
ihe barn from the hay field on top 
of a load of fragrant clover hay. 
It was always a pleasant feeling, 
and doubly so when we got the 
hay all in by early Saturday af­ 
ternoon and the head of the fam ­ 
ily was declined to start a new 
job.

The nearest water supply was a 
brook 800 feet distant; yet there 
was no hose, no pump, and no 
fire extinguisher, and the farmer 
wasted 20 minutes trying to put 
out the fire before calling the fire­ 
men. 
Farm and rural fires continue 
to take a needlessly high toll of 
life and property. The National 
Fire Protection Association spon­ 
sor of Fire Prevention Week, and 
the United States Department ol 
Agriculture estimate the fire loss 
in 1952 to be 5133,000,000. 
The NFPA says that a few farm 
fires may be inevitable but that 
the groat majority are preventable 
if farm ers will take three simple 
steps to protect themselves: 
Step I — Know the primary 
causes of fire. Eight prim ary haz­ 
ards account for 90 percent of 
farm fires. These are: (I) careless­ 
ness with matches and smoking; 
(2) dirty and defective heating 
equipment; (3) improper storage 
and use of gasoline and kerosene; 
(4) overloaded 
electric 
circuits 
and attem pts to operate improper­ 
ly installed and defective electric­ 
al equipment; (5) sparks on flam­ 
mable wood 
shingle 
roofs; 
(6) 
spontaneous ignition of hay; (7) 
trash and rubbish; (8) lack of, or 
faulty installation 
of, 
lightning 
rods. 
Step 2—Check your living hab­ 
its and the tendency to be care­ 
less, and inspect buildings at reg­ 
ular intervals. For example: (I) 
Don’t smoke in the barn or in 
bed . . . . never discard a burn­ 
ing match. (2) 
Keep 
furnaces, 
stoves, brooders, and other heat­ 
ing devices clean, in good re­ 
pair. (3) Store gasoline and ker­ 
osene in approved containers. (4) 
Be sure electrical circuits are of 
ample capacity to carry the load. 
For safety, 
employ 
competent 
electricians to make needed re­ 
pairs. (5) Use fire-resistant roof­ 
ing, such as asphalt shingles, or 
abestos or metal roofing. (6) Cure 
hay properly and provide ade- 
uate ventilation . . . don’t over­ 
e a t driers. (7) Don’t allow’ papers 
md magazines to pile up in the 
barn, home, or other buildings. 
(8) Keep oily rags in metal-cov­ 
ered containers. (9) Protect all 


main buildings 
w’ith 
approved 
lightning rods. 
Step 3 — Farms are often far 
from organized 
fire 
protection. 
Keep tire extinguishers, hose, and 
ladders on the premises. Make 
sure plenty of water is available. 
Help organize a rural-fire-fighting 
organization 
h a v i n g 
suitable 
equipment. In case of fire, tele­ 
phone for help immediately.
